Cold air rolls across nation’s midsection 


By The Aiaodited Praa 

A mass of arctic air pushed southward across the central 
part of the nation Saturday, dragging temperatures well be- 
low zero and touching off areas of light snow. 

Afternoon temperatures ranged from the minus teens in 
the nonhem Plains to single digits and upper teens farther 
south, from eastern Colorado through central Illinois. 

Westerly wind blowing at up to 30 mph produced wind 
chills of 50 below zero in western and central Upper Michi- 
gan. 

Saturday morning's chilliest reading in the Lower 48 
states was 31 below zero at Yellowstone National Pork in 
Wyoming, and Grand Marais, Minn., reported a wind chill of 
78 below zero. 

While the oretic air mass was fairly dry, the cold fronts 
marking its leading edge generated light snow from the west- 


ern Plains through northern Arkansas. 

Bands of moderate to heavy snow and fog olso developed 
across the Great Lakes, with storms leaving up to a foot of 
snow in parts of Michigan overnight. 

Across the South, a few pockets of light snow were report- 
ed in northern Alabama. Light rain. and fog were scattered 
over the Southeast and lower Mississippi Valley, and thun- 
derstorms developed over parts of southern Louisiana and! 
southern Mississippi. 

In the mountains of the West, light to moderate snow de- 
veloped across northern Utah, southern Idaho, western 
Wyoming and western Colorado. In Utah, up to a foot of 
snow fell by afternoon in the Wasatch Mountains and 2 to 3 
inches of wet snow fell in Salt Lake City. Steamboat 
Springs, Colo., reported up to a foot. 

Snow olso fell along the eastern slope of the Colorado 
Rockies, with 4 to 7 inches in the Denver area.

WASHINGTON — Deficit hawks, 
those tight-fisted scolds who thought 
this year offered the best chance 
they’d ever see for bringing the federal 
budget into balance, arc starting to 
lose hope. 

The Rcpublican-lcd drive .to cut 
spending dramatically in order to wipe 
out the deficit by 2002 suffered a big 
setback last week when President 
Clinton signaled through bis 1996 
budget proposal that the GOP is on its 
own. 

Not surprisingly, the president who 
made major progress on the deficit 
during his first two years in office, 
only to be pounded by the 
Republicans and repudiated by the 
voters in the midterm elections, decid- 
ed to let the new congressional majori- 
ty absorb this round of budget-cutting 
pain. 

Clinton is gambling — with the 
odds apparently in his favor — that 
deficit reduction is a doser as a politi- 
cal issue. 

Although the unchecked growth of 
automatic spending programs such as 
Medicaid, Medicare, federal pensions 
and Social Security — ■ combined with 
interest on the $5.2 trillion debt — 
threatens to consume the entire federal 
-budget- within-15 ytars,-that'8 too far- 
off for marry people to think of it as a 
real danger today. 

Yet any whisper of a plan to curb 
the growth of popular spending pro- 
grams, especially those for the elderly, 
unleashes a screech of protest from 
well-organized lobbies. 

“There’s no real on-the-ground 
incentive to do those things you need 
to do to eliminate the deficit," said 


Sen. Bob Kerrey, a Nebraska 
Democrat who has made a crusade out 
of trying to harness the so-called enti- 
tlement programs. 

“It’s all theoretical, it’s all abstract 
On the street (when the cutting gets 
concrete) it’s: ‘Don’t cut my pro- 
grams.’ " 

Clinton tried to tackle the Medicaid 
and Medicare problem last year 
through health care reform — and was 
practically run out of the country on a 
rail. In this year’s budget, he didn’t 
even try. 

“He punted,” Rep. Charles W. 
Stcnholm^ a conservative Texas 


wrong, but 1 understand why he did 
it. Now it’s up to the Republicans to 
catch the ball and run with it, or 
fumble.” 

The once -optimistic Stenholm esti- 
mates that the GOP odds of success 
have dropped from 80-20 to 50-50. 
—Even on the Republican aide, hopes 
for shrinking the federal government 
and bringing its spending under con- 
trol — which were so high in the wake 
of last November’s elections — arc 
beginning to fade.

Already, a relatively modest propos-

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Presidential hopefuls hustle 
supporters for money 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Phil Gramm is selling tickets to a 
S2.5 miltlbn dinner. Lamar 
Alexander is lining up an impres- 
sive list of big-name GOP fund- 
. raisers. AiufScn. Bob Dole is tap- 
ping heavy-hitters for SI, 000 each 
— *’seed money," he calls it.. 

The S20 miilion-pcr-person 
Republican primary campaign is 
under way, a full year before the 
first primary votes are cast. 

At this early stage, financial 
bnekers arc bein g cour ted and 
rcornited and pressured by the 
candidates. The candidates arc 
already hard on the hustle, hosting 
Sl,000-a-platti dinners and work- 
ing the phones for contributions, 

The astonishing financial pressure 
has narrowed the field of well- 
known candidates remarkably carl/. 

Former Vice President Dan 
Quuylc’s surprise decision last 
week to sit out the contest was dri- 
ven in part by money concerns. 
Jack Kemp cited a disdain for 
fund-raising among his reasons for 
not running, and former Defense 
Secretary Dick Cheney was said to 
Have similar reservations. 

The early timetable is not unusu- 
al; by the end of 1987, George 
Bush hnd stashed away SI9 mil- 


lion for his successful 198&,racc. 

But the intensity is heightened 
this year by a new schedule that 
jams ut least two dozen primaries 
and caucuses into a six -week period 
next year, leaving little time to col- 
lect money once the voting begins. 

“There seems to be an early com- 
mitment and involvement by peo- 
ple," said Philip Anschutz, chair- 
man of Southern Pacific railroad 
and a Dole financial backer. "I 
think they would like to see the var- 
ious candidates and their cam paigns 
~gel organized and get goingT’ 

The compressed schedule is 
fueling fund-raising fever because 
it will force candidates to cam- 
paign simultaneously in expen- 
sive, important states such' as 
California, Florida and Illinois. 

"There's going to be a greater 
need for TV and a greater need to 
be able to pay for TV early," said 
Alexander's communications 
director, Mark Merritt. 

The schedule had Quayle planning 
• for as many as 200 fund-raising events 
over the next 10 months in what he 
concluded was "a brutal process," said 
John Vimkman, a Washington attor- 
ney who Itad been helping to organize 
Quaylc's campaign. 

The Dole, Gramm and Alexander 


camps talk about a goal of S20 mil- 
lion to S25 million for this year, much 
of which will be spent on raising the 
money and building organization. 

The emphasis on money has some 
less high-profile candidates stewing. 

Sen. Richard Lugar, R-Jnd., 
called the $20-million-plAs'goal 
"obnoxious.” 

Supporters of Sen. Arlcn 
Specter, R-Pa., arc trying to head 
off speculation he might not be 
able to compete in the money 
game. They point to his SM-mil^ 
•liotfT992 Senate - campaign'as' 
proof. Specter’s game plan calls 
for him ro raise S 10 million this 
year, with a SI million kickoff 
event Feb. 21 in Philadelphia. 

Many political veterans say a well- 
organized candidate with an appeal- 
ing message could make do with 
considerably less. They take the tra- 
ditional view that a strong showing in 
the first states of Iowa and New 
Hampshire breathes money and 
momentum into a candidate’s race. 

Ron Kaufman, former White 
House political director for Bush, said 
a ease could be made that momentum 
is easier to sustain in a tight primary 
season, so a candidate who gets on a 
roll could blitz through on free media 
and a smaller bank account.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sens. 
Bob Dole and Phil Gramm Jiave 
White House ambitions and an 
intense longstanding rivalry that 
propels presidential politics 
squarely into the legislative arena. 

Perhaps a half-dozen people 
may run for the 1996 Republican 
nomination. But only between 
Dole and Gramm are the tensions 
already palpable. 

In his leadership role os Senate 
majority lender, Dole is trying to 
maintain a difficult balance 
.between the national interest and 
the interests of conservative 
Republican primary voters. 

The risk for the veteran Kansas 
senator is that they’ll view him as 
"the guy negotiating with the arch- 
enemy (President Clinton) to watgr 
down the Republican revolution," 
ns one GOP strategist put it. 

A runaway frontrunner in 
national polls at this early stage, 
Dole is trying to turn his position 
into a plus. He portrays himself as 
a voice of reason who works with 
Clinton “when we have common 
interests,” regardless of what "a 
small fringe" of partisans or cynics 
might think. 

Gramm, the 52-year-old Texas 
conservative, is presenting himself 
as a homespun yet resolute voice of 
conscience — the man who vowed 
to bury Clinton's healdi-care reform 
plan though his party’s four largest 
pollsters warned that such an 
approach was "political suicide.”- 

With Gramm in the vanguard.

The push-and-pull continues this 
year, intensified by the approach 
of the campaign and Dole's rise 
from minority to majority leader.

Dole signed on to Clinton’s unpop- 
ular Mexienn-peso rescue plan "in 
the national interest” while Gramm 
nitpickcd and accused Clinton of 
weak leadership.

The prer- 
idcncy is a terrible thing to waste." 

House GOP proposals to deny 
welfare benefits to legal immigrants 
and end cash payments to unwed 
teen-age mothers also point up dif- 
ferences between the two men. 


Gramm says he’s comfortable with 
the first and, though he doesn’t sup- 
port the second, warns that "you 
can’t change this mammoth system 
without hurting some people." Dole 
opposes both House ideas. 

Still, in what some Gramm par- 
tisans interpret us a preoccupation 
with their man. Dole has hardly 
been ignoring his conservative 
flank. He recently introduced a bill 
to slash federal regulations. And in 
a recent television interview, he 
threw into question the futures of 
affirmative action and of Clinton's 
surgeon-general nominee, who 
had performed abortions. 

Dole is widely believed to have 
blocked Gramm’s attempt to get 
on the powerful ScnateFiitance 
Committee. And jus'MrcfoPC 
Gramm accd o straw poll of 
Arizona activists. Dole released a 
poll showing he was the over- 
whelming favorite among Arizona 
Republicans statewide. - 

Dole, 71, also is cultivating rela- 
tions with the huge contingent of 
GOP governors who could be piv- 
otal in important primary contests. 
The party has 30 governors, includ- 
ing in nine of the lO.biggcst states. 

He carries a wallet text of the 
. 10th Amendment — the one that 
says all powers not specifically 
given to the federal government 
urc reserved for the states and the 
people. His top legislative-priority 
was a bill making it harder to 
impose requirements on states 
without the money to pay for 
them. It passed 86-10.

The paper said a lobbyist who 
offered a job to Gcorgie Packwood 
has agreed to testify in exchange for 
immunity in the case. 

Steven R. Saunders, who has 
acted as a lobbyist for Mitsubishi 
Electric Corp., Seiko Epson Corp. 
and the Japanese Embassy, alleged- 
ly offered Mrs. Packwood a job 
buying American art for his 
Japanese clients. 

Saunders refused to comment. 

Packwood spokesman Matt 
Evans, reached at home Friday 
night, also declined to comment. 

Packwood, R-Ore., has said he 
didn’t solicit the job offers, which 
could have earned his former wife 
more than $57,000 a year. She did 
not accept any of them. 

The Justice Department subpoenaed 
Packwood's diaries and other evidence 
in the ease 15 months ago. A 1989 
entry in Packwood's diniy mentioned 
Saunders and Mitsubishi Electric.

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) — 
Working inside Biosphere 2 these 
days is a gas. 

But neither crew members nbr^ 
directors of the scaled environment 
tal laboratory are amused by levels 
of nitrous oxide — also known as 
“laughing gas" — that arc nearly 
300 times higher than in the outside 
atmosphere. 

Crew members arc being limited 
to five-hour daily shifts because of 
the gas, thought to be a byproduct 
of soil decomposition in the three- 
acre dome of glass and steel. 

Dr. Robert Russell, a nutrition 
specialist from Tufts University, 
said nobody knows what risk there 
is from long exposure to laughing 
gas, which is used in high concen- 
trations as an anesthetic by dentists 
and others.

;Russell, an adviser to the project.

Two much diminished institutions - the pres- 
idency and major league baseball - saw their 

downward spirals intersect last week . The 

episode, which did neither of ilicm any good, 
should illurtrirmtc the nation's thinking about 
the uses and abuses of government. 

President Clinton, whose exasperation is . 

_ more understandable than his decision-making, 
is asking Congress, to empower him to impose 
binding arbitration on the players and owners. 

But even if Congress had spare time to invest 
in n matter of such marginal importance to most 
Americans and of negligible importance to the 
national interest, 'it should not do so. Rather, it 
should use the president’s improvident invita- 
tion to intervene as an occasion for demonstrat- 
ing a mature sense of proportion and limits. 

Relations between pla^drs and owners arc so 
poisonous that there docs not exist the minimal 
trust that is requisite for real negotiations. With 
spring training comps set to open on Thursday, 
there is not even agreement, even among the 
owners, concerning the industry’s basic finan- 
cial facts. 

Further negotiations may be unproductive. 
Unless binding arbitration is imposed, the sea- 
son may begin with the comic operetta of "re- 
placement players" and baseball will go from 
1993 to at least 1996 without a serious season. 

Presidents cannot impose binding arbitration 
whenever it suits their fancy; this would not be 
a free society if they could. But these facts do 
not establish a case for Congress to authorize 
Clinton to impose such arbitration by law. 

In a free society government should not, even 
' if it could, save private parties from the conse- 
quences of their mismanagement of their institu- 
tions. unless their institutions arc crucial to the 
social order, which major leuge baseball is not.

The new -or renewed - political push by 
ranchers who use and often abuse public lands 
has the vision of a time when ranchers could 
manage public lands grazing however they 
pleased.

Gingrich these days. 

“OF Jim” never pretended to 
be a plaster saint. Although he 
can be magniloquent and grandil- 
oquent, mealy mouthed piety was 
never a Jim Wright hallmark. In 
fact, he once said of Newt 
Gingrich, "My views of him arc 
somewhat similar to those of a 
fire hydrant toward a dog.” The 
old saying has it that every dog 
has his day - looks like fire 
hydrants do, too. 

On Thursday, Gingrich 
demanded, anent the sea of accu- 
sations of ethical improprieties 
now being lodged against him 
and his wife, “Why are wives 
being brought into this?”

You may recall 
that whcn> Betty Wright’s job ns 
an investment adviser with 
Mallightco was derided as a form 
of gifttbol'Jimby Gingrich 
back in 1989, Marianne Gingrich 
was in turn brought into “it" even 
then. Turns out that Marianne 
Gingrich was paid $1 1,500 to 
promote a book thnt her husband 
wrote, paid by a consortium of 
Republican contributors who 
anted up $105,000 to promote the 
book that Gingrich wrote in 
1984. 

Marianne Gingrich is again wi- 
the line of fire because of a 
S2,500-a-month (plus commis- 
sions) job she took a few months 
ago recruiting firms for a free- 
trade zone in Israel. This is on 
top of the flaps about: 

(1) Newt Gingrich’s $4.5 mil- 
lion advance from Rupert 
Murdoch’s book publishing com- 
pany and Gingrich's secret meet- 
ing with Murdoch and his lobby- 
ists;

Who is to determine this? 
Journalists, who because of the 
magic of computer data banks now , 
have instant access to history (jour- 
nalists are so today-focused that 
they cannot be counted on to 
remember what happened last 
week without help), are gleefully 
seizing upon the very words 
uttered by Gingrich when he was 
in pursuit of then-Speaker Wright 
bock in 1989. 

The Gingrich of ‘89 had much, 
much to soy about the importance 
of securing an independent coun- 
sel to investigate the speaker. 
“People arc going to suspect that 
there is a reason they don’t want 
an independent counsel. If 
they’re innocent, why don’t they 
go ahead and agree to an inde- 
pendent to clear their name?" 

Yea, verily. 

But there is a more pressing ' 
reason to consider^ independent 
counsel in this case, beyond the 
happiness of historical symmetry. 
Take a look at the composition of 
the House ethics committee, 
which will investigate all these 
allegations - fearlessly and 
impartially, of course - if an 
independent counsel is not hired.

Fla.’s innovative attempts to help pregnant 
teen-agers. 

By now, most of us feel we have becomo all 
too familiar with the statistics on young unwed 
mothers. Nearly a half-million teen-agers give 
birth each year in the United States. About 
two-thirds are unmarried. Many are poor. 
Americans, earnestly debating welfare reform 
and the dismal state of the family, have no 
shortage of opinions about the causes of this 
problem. Welfare dependency, ignorance about 
birth control and low self-esteem arc among 
the most frequently cited. 

Unfortunately, the criticism heaped upon 
these young women has not reduced or reme- 
died the problem. If blame has failed, it is 
unlikely that shame will succeed. 

What would help, 1 wondered, as I visited 
with COPE’S 'students. Do our theories reflect 

the actual experience of teen-agers in dire 

straits? 

Making the world right for children is what 
this school strives to do. By providing academ- 
' ic courses, special health education, child care 
training, family planning, vocational counsel- 
ing and the opportunity to get a high school 
diploma, COPE offers these child-moms the 
means to get on with their lives. It delivers not

only their babies, but also a ticket to the future, 
a second chance. 

It would be cruel to reduce funding, ns many 
politicians arc advocating, for the teen mothers 
_who inhabit this world. The younger the moth- 
er, the greater her need, and the more her child 
can benefit from such support. These programs 
aren't a waste of money; they are an invest- 
ment. 

The young women with whom I spoke 
seemed to be testaments to the idea that if 
there is a will, there should be a way. Contrary 
to popular belief, there was no indication that 
any of these youngsters thought of welfare as 
- "a reward” for pregnancy, In fact, they 
expressed a contrary view: “The welfare sys- 
tem is unfair, and it makes us all look bad,” 
stated one. Everyone in the class hoped to be 
productive, and some already work porf-time at 
fast-food restaurants. ' - 

“But you can’t always stay in school, work 
and bond with your baby," one girl said. 

Others insisted: "Whoever has two hands and 
two feet should be able to work.” Perhaps poli- 
cy makers should concentrate not only on wel- 
fare abuse, but also on welfare’s wise use. 

As for sex education, all the students said 
they were informed about birth control. But for 

th cm. th e facts of li fe ha d turned out unpre- 

dictably.~ 

Why were you pregnant? "It’s not a choice; 
it's a happening,” I was told. Information 


could not overcome curiosity and the longing 
for love. Teachers had taught them the HOW'b j 
but not the WHY’s of sex.

me?” someone mused. ! 

While sex education imparts the mechanics of j 
love, increased emphasis should be placed upon i 
its meaning, Sexjn context js more important . \ 
than sex as contact' Aspirations, too, are a part of 
adolescent longing. These teen-agers, like all 
others, need help setting goals and making plans. 
As for self-esteem, who has enou^h7 
Surely not young women "at nsk.” Perhaps 
as they themselves believe, they differ from i 
others only in degree, not in kind. "We have ; 

? ;oals just like everyone else,” they said, "only ; 
or us it’s harder." j J 

The advice they have to offer reveals prema- j 
ture wisdom: "It’s not easy, raising a child. 
There are a lot of responsibilities. Protect your-; 
self.” But isn’t protecting children OUR job? ; 

It is so ftjhjornble tcxwy to refer to teen ' ; 
moms'as a subculture. But ifwould be so much 
. more accurate to acknowledge that they are the 
product of our careless culture. Our own adult 
excesses and excuses now afflict our. youth,, 
who depend upon us to set the limits that 
expand or contract their horizons. 

We'd best proceed with caution before , 
resorting to shame to restore a sense of right 
and wrong.

Afghanistan’s warring factions have 
raised hope for the end of the devastat- 
ing conflict by agreeing io establish a 
mulli-party council as an interim gov- 
ernment. 

The council is the linchpin of a 
United Nations plan that calls for a 
ccosc-firc once the panel is in place. 
Charlie Santos, one of the U.N. media- 
tors on the plan, said the council is to 
meet Feb. 20 in Kabul, the capital. 

“All sides are asking us to move 
quickly'," Santos said Saturday

Makwuyane, 36, and Mchunu, 24, 
are survivors of a six-man team that 
shot up an unarmored bank van carry- 
ing a SI 36,000 hospital payroll on 
Aug. 3 1.1990. 

Tlie gunfire killed two bank employ- 
ees in the van and two policemen in an 
escort cor. Before the robbers could 
escape with the loot, more police 
arrived and arrested all but one. 

Two have djed in escape attempts. 
One received d life sentence. 
Makwayone and Mchunu were sen- 
tenced to hang. 

Their convictions came after the for- 
mer apartheid’ regime declared the 
death penalty moratorium in February 
1990, as Mandela was released from 
27 years' imprisonment to negotiate 
the end of white rale. 

With the ANC and the white-led 
National Party, the former rulers, 
unable (o agree on whether capita! pun- 
ishment should be in a new constitu- 
tion, the issue was left for the courts. . 

Under apartheid, whites ruled with- 
out a written constitution and 
Purl lament was supreme. The new con- 
stitution contains checks and balances 
on power, such os the constitutional 
court. 

Seven justices were appointed by 
Mandela in consultation with his 
Cabinet or a’ broad-based judicial com- 
mission:. The others were drawn from 
the ranks of professional magistrates. 

The court’s president is Arthur 
Chaskalson, a longtime anti-apartheid 
lawyer who founded the Legal 
Resources Center and helped draft the 
Namibian and South' African constitu- • 
lions.

Today, only about 2,500 of the 
520,000 Idaho workers arc min- 
ers, Another 2,100 arc employed 
in eastern Idaho’s phosphate pro- 
cessing — a stable part of the 
mining industry that accounts for 
about half the S700 million a year 
in minerals produced. 

Nearly all the major gold fields in 
Idaho were discovered by 1866: Boise 
Basin, Silver City, Leesburg, Florence, 
Elk City. 

The Coeur d'Alene mining dis- 
trict, launched in the mid- 1880s, 
has produced more than I billion 


ounces of silver. The 1982 closure 
of the Bunker Hill Mine - in part 
the result of declining silver prices 
- cost more than 2,000 jobs. It 
marked a decline from which the 
Idaho mining industry hasn’t fully 
recovered. 

In the late 1980s, Idaho hod a modest 
gold rush. An average of $250,000 was 
spent on 100 explorations. It was fueled 
by rising metal prices that made prof- 
itable an extraction method called 
cyanide heap leaching, which uses a 
cyanide solution to extract the precious 
metals.

BERGER — In his fourth year as a prisoner 
of war, Pfc. Dwight Shaw was moved to a 
camp near Toyama, on the Japanese island of 
Honshu, where he and 150 other American 
POWs slowly starved 

But the camp had been built in the middle 
of a fanner’s field, and a weed called lamb's- 
quaiter grew everywhere. 

Shaw knew lamb's-quarter well. As the 
youngest of seven children of a widowed, dis- 
placed lumberman, Shaw had lived on a diet 
that included lamb's-quarter and other edible 
weeds that grew wild along ditchbanks on the 
margins of the Magic Valley. 

Maybe that’s why he lived to tell the tale in 
a self-published autobiography, "The Foot- 
lockcr Fifth.” Anyone who could get through 
the 1930s on the Salmon Tract was destined to 
be a survivor. 

Shaw, who’s 74 now and splits his time be- 
tween Twin Falls and Arizona, said he Wrote 
the book beca u se he wanted to tell his family 
and friends aboilt his adventures and about the 
people he met along the way. It’s an amazing

could have taken.

What to do when 
the honeymoon’s over

TWIN FALLS — When the din 
of the wedding bells has quieted, 
it's often too late to be shocked 
that two people living together 
can run into problems. 

“In pre-marital counseling, 
they’re still in the passionate 
stage — warm and cozy,” said 
Huberta Phipps, a Twin Falls 
counselor. “I invite the couple to 
start thinking about personalities, 
^communicat ion stylcsrpr oblcm- 


' solving. TcTlook into the future. 
People don’t want their eyes 
opened at that point" 

"Whoever you find,” Phipps 
continued. “Whoever you're with, 
there will always be problems." 

Dissimilar goals can lead to a 
clash, said Ron Bennett, a Twin 
Falls psychologist. 

“Maybe if one partner wants to 
be a doctor and the other one wants 
to be a professional bum — that's 
going to cause problems," he said 
"Lifestyle is o big one,” Ben- 
nett said. "If one is a miser and 
the other’s a big spender, that’ll 
create a problem. The same goes 
for looks, religion — what have 
you. The graduate school syn- 
drome is when one gets a degree 
then finds the other person went a 
totally different direction. That 
plus when they get their grad 
school diploma and they're a so- 
cial climber, there's resentment 
on the part of the one who didn’t 
go, then undcrstimulation for the 

other party.” 

“Conflict is going to happen",*’ 
said the Rev. Tom Thompson, 
pastor at First Baptist Church in 
Jerome. “But if you’re not willing 
to sit down and resolve it you’re 
never going to get anywhere. 
(With conflict) you become more 
tempered and grow closer togeth- 
er. It’s a refinement. Just because 
.you don’t agree on everything, 
doesn’t mean you can’t be the 


perfect couple. You have the right 
to disagree." 

People need to leam to apolo- 
gize and forgive each other, say 
the experts. 

“Apologizing is when you’ve 
made an error and you’re gen- 
uinely sorry," Thompson said. 
“Forgiving is what needs to hap- 
pen for having made the error. 

“Sometimes forgiving is forget- 
ting. And on the other band loving 
enough to wipe the slate clean."

"She’s consider- 
ate, understanding, and supports 
me even though 1 make some er- 
roneous decisions, she will not 
belittle me in public. And I think 
I’m the same way with her." 

“Leant to work with problems 
before the problems come up," 
Phipps advised. "There’s the now 
ana the passions and the heat of 
the moment. Then there’s the 
work, the telephone, the job 
stress, the parents, etc.” 
“Communicate. Trust. Re- 
spect,” she said. “When you get 
older I think that’s what love is all 
about. Being able to be omselvcs 
and being with someone who al- 
lows us to be oursclyes. 

"Boring is OK. Taking care of 
yourself and taking care of the 
other person just shows you’re 
with a very caring person jvho's 
trying to help you be the best you 
can be. You have to love and re- 
spect each other.” 

Respect is something you’ll 
learn if you listen as you go 
along, Phipps said. 

“It’s a maturntional process," 
Phipps said. “You’ll figure it out 
if you’re listening and insightful! 
It’s. something, to be said for 
growing up."

• Avoid doing for children, what 
they can do for themselves, as long as 
it ’s age-appropriate. 

; To start, make a plan. What needs to 
be done? Make a list. What can other 
family members do? Consider age, size, 
knowledge. Wliat are they willing to 
try? Talk it over and keep trying. Do it. 

Do they need help to learn how to do 
-something? Explain and show them 
with patience. Too much? Work with 
each person until everything is comfort- 
able. Need to make changes? Set a time 
Ip review and make changes so every- 
one learns a variety of tasks, she writes. 

• Here arc more quick tips from 
Gebeke to streamline life: 

1 • Avoid the morning rush. Start going 
to bed and getting up earlier. Place all 
items you need in one fmnilinr location, 
make clothing choices for the next clay. 
Pull yourself from your pillow at’ least 
IK- hours before leaving for work.' Have 
— diildren-make-tlieii^luiK'lies.-EiH.'ouroge — 
your spouse to sliare in morning tasks. 
Set your clocks ahead a little. 

• Clothing: Let children wear the 
same outfit more tlian once. Only wash 
dirty clothes. Pack the diaper bag ahead 
of time and rotate the responsibility. 

| • Homecoming: Use commuting 
time to listen to music or something 
that relaxes you. Give yourself some 
leeway so you don’t feel frantic. There 
is lots to do once the family reassem- 
bles at home — mail to open, dinner to 
skirt, maybe laundry needs to be started. 

Good communications arc always 
important and ensure family’ members 
know what needs to be done and who 
needs to do it. An open discussion will 
help each member understand the oth- 
ers’ roles and feelings. "Children can 
also be given tasks that will help the 
family accomplish what needs to be 
done in a relatively short time. This 
sharing of tasks not only teaches chil- 
dren responsibility but also gives them 
n sense of belonging," Gebeke writes. • 

In general: Read your children's papers 
when they show them to you. Post them! 
Complete all forms and set in a safe place 
to be returned the next day. Keep a bul- 
letin board for messages, receipts and 
other important papers. Hold weekly fam- 
ily meetings. Designate special times with 
each child for your partner and for your- 
self Whew! That feels belter. ^ .

Ear infections arc one of the 
most common childhood illnesses. 
Yet detecting one from a young- 
ster’s symptoms alone can be like 
. reading tea leaves. The problem is 
that some colds masquerade as car 
infections and up to one-third of 
car infections .don't have symp- 
toms. 

To help pinpoint symptoms that 
signal car infections, Finnish

The study found restless sleep- 
ing and fever "of no value in dis- 
tiriguishing” an acute ear infection 
from' a common cold or other 
upper respiratory infection. 
Earachc was qne of the best pre- 
dictors of un ear irifecHonTthe 
researchers report in’ihe January 
issue of the Archives of Pediatric

symptoms that lingered >for several 
days. ‘ 

The findings also underscore a- 
continuing problem:' 40 percent of 
children wiih'car infections in the 
study had no apparent earache. For 
that reason, co-authors Terho 
Heikkinen-and Olli Rtiuskanen of 
the University of Turku recom- 
mend that children at high risk 
may need two visits to the doctor, 
spaced about five to seven- days 
apart, when they have upper respi- 
ratory infections. 

Factors that place children at high 
risk, Ruuskanen said, arc a history 
of previous car infections, atten- 
dance at a day-care center and hav- 
ing a family member who smokes 
cigarettes. Studies have shown that 
•children exposed to passi ve smoke- 
are dt increased nsITor upper respi- 
ratory and car infections. ’

Annual Report of the Executive Officer for the Year 1994 

Last year, at the 1994 Annual Meeting of Depositors, wc talked about the influx of people moving inlo the 
Magic Valley and the record loan volumes inherent with that population growth. We pointed out that Realtors 
and homebuilders were selling and’buildinjfhomcs at a pace exceeding all previous records in the 90-year 
history of the tract This past year, one could easily see that this brisk activity continued with new residential 
subdivisions providing new homes, and resale activity of existing homes holding up very well. Commercial 
construction activity also provided for an active year in the real estate sector. 

In the Twin Falls-Jerome Multiple Listing area, 1994’s activity generated sales of 989 homes totaling RiVhatvl t .i. 

576,633,000. This compares with 1,025 homes sold totaling $76,203,000 for 1993. The number of units was . luiuaru L. Alien

total sales of 282 for a total of $16,313,000, a sizeable increase over 1993 ’s figures of 253 units, totaling $14,160,000. 

First Federal’s loan staff was busy keeping the pace. For 1994, loan dollar volumes actually exceeded the record volumes in 1993. Our loan staff 
onginated 685 real estate loans totalling 545,537,000. This was down slightly in number of loans from 1993's 714, but up in dollar volume by 11 65% This 
sets a new record in the 79-year history of the bank. Hus volume included conventional, FHA, VA, IHA, and construction loans. In addition, wc 
onginated consumer loans totaling 511,394,000: This was actually a decline of 5614,000 from 1993’s originations, but still a very good year. These loans are 
typically for home improvements, debt consolidation, education, automobile purchases, and vacations. They also include home equity lines of credit, a 
convenient way for homeowners to use their cash equity for any purpose whenever they want. As has always been the case, all of our loans are made to 
current or soon-to-bc residents of the Magic Valley. 

Our commercial loan department completed another successful year. Originations of commercial loans totaled $6,303,000. This included $1, 989,000 in 
commercial real estate loans. We arc pleased with the service this department is providing to the businesses of the Magic Valley. It has enabled First 
Federal to reinvest its depositors' funds in yet another way lo stimulate the economic well being of the area's residents. 

While loan volumes continue to set records, First Fecfcrol’s loan underwriting continues to be sound. We had no foreclosures in 1994; and therefore, we 
have no repossessed real estate. At the end of 1994, our repossessed assets totaled only $2,000, and our commercial loans have not even produced a 
collection problem. - 

Pre-tax profits for 1994 were $2,126,360, while assets increased S12, 723,000 from year end 1993, to $200,969,000 at year end 1994. Our net worth 
increased from $13,942,000 at year end 1993 to $15,035,000 at year end 1994, resulting in a net worth to assets ratio increase from 7.41% to 7.48%, still 
nearly two and one-half times the federal requirements. . 

In late 1994, we completed the move of our accounting and data processing departments to the building next door to our main office. This attractive 
facility, originally known as the Berg Building, was purchased in 1993 lo provide for future growth and expansion We expect it to supply space for 
support services while freeing up main office space for customers in our expanding loan department. S 
What do we feel 1995 will bring? Our branch managers and loan staff officers have submitted projections that reflect only a modest downturn fn loan 
volumes. While we do not expect rates to surge,, the moderate increase wc have already had, and project to contiriue, will have a somewhat dampening 
effect on loan volumes. Wc do plan to continue to aggressively pursue loan business for all of our lending departments. I am pleased that First Federal 
now offers every type of home loan for every type of home at any of its offices. This shows that wc plan to continue our emphasis In this area, where we 
have been the leader in most of Magic Valley's history. 

The Board and management of First Federal arc grateful for the successes of 1994. Wc are pleased that so many of the area's residents still feel that it is 
important to do business with a locally based financial institution having a proven history of reinvestment in the Magic Valley. Still, our Board has no 
plans to rest on past successes and merely observe the growth of the area. We are intent on being active participants and will look for new ways to satisfy 
the financial service needs of the area's residents.

Social Security Q&A 


Q. How do I file a Medicare claim? 

A. Service providers — doctors, hospitals, medical labs, etc. — ore 
required to submit Medicare claims. You should notify your Medicare 
carrier if your doctor or other provider refuses to submit a Part B 
claim for you. The phone numbers and addresses of carriers are listed 
in The Medicare Handbook. 

Q. My father died in late November. Social Security tells mo that 1 
must return his November benefit check even though bo was alive 
through most of the month. Why is this? 

A. Social Security benefits are not prorated. To be entitled to a 
Social Security benefit check for a given month, the person tnust 
be alive the entire month. No benefit is payable for the month of 
death. On the other hand, when people start receiving Social 
Security, they get a benefit for the first month they're eligible, 
even if they don't meet all the eligibility factors until late in the 
month. 

Q. I’m 67 years old and have Medicare hospital and medical insur- 
ance. How much will I have to pay in medical expenses before 
Medicare will start paying? 

A. In 1995, after you have met the Mediiiare hospital insurance 
(Part A) deductible of $716 and the $100 medical insurance (Part B) 
deductible. Medicare. will begin paying its portion of the approved 
charges of your hospital and doctor bills. 

Q. I’d like to distribute Social Security information to my 
church school adult class. Does Social Security have any free 
materi al? 

A. Yes. Social Security produces a pamphlet called Understanding 
Social Security which gives a general overview of all Social Security 
programs. Other pamphlets and factsheets are also available which 
describe the retirement, survivors, and disability programs, as well as 
information on the Medicare and Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI) programs. All publications arc free of charge and may be 
ordered by calling Social Security’s toll-free number, 1-800-772- 
1213.

Senior track, field star 
dies at 94 in Twin Falls

TWIN FALLS - One of the world’s best se- 
nior athletes died at his Twin Falls home late 
Friday night 

Buell R. Crane, 94, established numerous 
world records in track and field events on the 
senior Masters Championship Circuit and was 
looking forward to the 1995 championships in 
Buffalo, N.Y., when be died of a heart attack, 
Bccotding to long-time friend Jan Mittleider. 

Mittleider, who teaches health and fitness 
for seniors at the College of Southern Idaho, 
said Crane won seven gold medals at the 1994 
championship* in Eugene, Ore. 

He was the oldest of the 1,400 competitors 
there. He had recently set a new personal best 
in the shot put and was anxious to compete 
a g ain , said Mittleider, who spoke with Crane 
less than an hour before he died. 

Crane, who would have turned 95 next 
month, was a cowboy, a miner, salesman and 
a trained agronomist with a bachelor’s degree

Agee le aves few friends 
among company veterans

William J. Agee’s corporate ex- 
ploits have indelibly linked him 
with high-level office romance and 
the modern-day takeover brawl. 
Now the fabled executive has 
gaincd*Vcputc for something else: 
running a famous American compa- 
ny into severe trouble. 

The 57-ycar-old bpss of Morri- 
son Knudsen Corp., an engineering- 
construction business that helped 
build the Hoover Dam, Golden 
Gate Bridge and Alaska oil 
pipeline, quit under pressure as 
chairman and chief executive, six 
years after the .company hired him 
to salvage its loss-riddled opera- 
tions. His resignation was an- 
nounced Friday. 

Although Agee at first steered 
Morrison Knudsen back to prof- 
itability, he appeared to lose his 
golden touch last spring, when the 
Boise-based company began to lose 
money again. 

Agee also was scorned by many 
Morrison Knudsen veterans, includ- 
ing the founder's widow, who ne- - 
cuscd him of arrogance and extrav- ■ 
aganccs unbecoming of an execu- 
tive whose company faced deep fi- 
nancial problems.

It 
moved quickly to replace him, in-

Prepare now for tax break on sale of home

By the. time you reach age 55, you're eligible 
for o tox break on the sale of your home. Even 
though you might be years away from taking 
advantage of that break, you’ll need to get ready 
for it well in advance. 

In your younger years, you’re likely to be buy- 
ing u more expensive house when you sell your 
old one. If you buy a more costly house within 
two. years, you won’t be taxed at that time on the 
gain from Ihe sate of your old house. 

But when you get older, chances are you'll buy 
n smaller, less expensive home or move in with 
relatives. You’re likely to make u profit on the sole 
of your home that you don’t reinvest in another 
home. 

That’s when the tax bite might come, unless 
you’ve kept good records on money you've 


poured into the house for certain improvements. 

• How you qualify. After your 55th birthday, 
you qualify to exclude as income $125,000 of the 
gain from the sale of a main home you’ve owned 
and lived in for at least three of five years before 
theoalc. 

An exception applies if you become physically 
or mentally unable to care for yourself and you 
move to a licensed facility. In that ease, you need 
to have lived in yolir home only one year to quali- 
fy for the exclusion. 

You can use this income exclusion only once. 

For most people, lire $125,000 exclusion is 
plenty to cover any profit from the sal&of a home. 

But suppose it isn’t. “ 

For example, Mr. and Mrs. Smurtniove built a 
house in 1955 for $20,000. Mrs. Smartmove, now 
80 and widowed, sells the three-bedroom bunga- 
low for $ 1 80,000 and moves in with her daughter. 


She claims the $125,000 exclusion, but that still 
leaves $35,000 os gain. ($180,000 minus $20,000 
minus $125,000) 

To avoid income taxes on the $35,000, she must 
be able to show that Ihe gain was reduced by 
improvements to the house over the years. 

• Records you need. Money you've spent to 
add lo the value of your home, prolong its useful- 
ness or adapt it to new uses can be counted lo 
reduce your gain from the sale. 

You cannot count routine repairs such us 
repainting or patching the roof. 

For a list of improvements you can count, sec 
IRS Publication 523, “Selling Your Home." 

If you don’t have actual receipts for your expen- 
ditures on improvements, you can reconstruct if 
you can get adequate documentation, said Sharon 
DeVeaux, taxpayer service specialist at the IRS in 
Columbia, S.C. 


Deduct now, even if bill was delayed

Q. On Dee. 31,1 contributed 
$8,000 to a local charily and charged 
it to my Visa card. 1 paid the bill this 
month. Can 1 deduct this contribu- 
tion on my 1994 tax return,' or do 1 
have to hold off until 1995, when 
the bill was actually paid? 

A. Donations to rctigious organi- 
zations, universities, hospitals or 
other approved charities by credit 
card arc deductible in the year 
charged. It is not necessary to wait 
until formal billing or payment to 
the credit card company. A similar- 
rule covers hospital bills and other 
medical expenses. However, don't 
generalize and attempt to apply this 
theory to all types of deductible 
expenses. The general rule is that 
expenses are deductible only when 
paid. 

Q. 1 was divorced in 1990 and 
awarded custody of my two daugh- 
ters, My ex-husband has been pay- 
ing about $400 a month total for 
child support. But when you figure 
what I pay for the children's sup- 
port, including the value of meals 
and the rental value of housing. I've 
puid well more than 50 percent. 

However, one of the compromises 
1 had to make during the divorce 
was to sign papers allowing my ex- 
husband to claim the dependency 
exemptions on his tax return. 

I’ve called the IRS several limes, 
and received various answers ns to 
whether I can claim the children as 
dependents. My feeling is that I can. 


since I paid more than 50 percent. 
Needless to say, my ex-husband will 
disagree. Which one of us can claim 
the children as dependents? 

A. Your ex-husband will win this 
controversy, even though you pay 
over half the cost of supporting the 
children. The dependency exemp- 
tion is normally awarded to the cus- 
todial parent — unless there is a 
written agreement to the contrary. 

It is irrelevant which parent paid 
more than 50 percent, as long ns the 
children received more than half of 
their total support from both purents 
during the year. Though you will not 
be able to claim your- children us 
dependents (unless you persuade 
your ex-husband to sign u revised 
agreement) you will still be allowed 
to deduct any medical expenses that 
you paid on behalf of your children. 

Additionally, if you incur child- 
care costs for any children under 13. 
you may claim the Child Core 
Credit. 

Q. I read one of your articles dis- 
cussing the tax benefits of the 
.Surviving Spouse filing status. I 
called the IRS for details but was 
told Lean’! use this method. 1 don’t 
understand. I have been a widow for 
over eight years. 

A. The term Surviving Spouse, as 
used to designate a special filing sta- 
tus. has a specific legal definition. 
. To obtain this favorable status, you 
must provide a household in which a 
dependent child resides. 
Additionally, the status may be 
claimed Tor two years only follow- 
ing the death of a spouse.

Agee and Morrison Knudson 
Corp.'s board of directors partly 
explains why his botched manage- 
ment wasn’t detected and ques- 
tioned sooner, management experts 
said Friday. 

Even in this era of shareholder 
activism, they said, compliant 
directors that ask too few questions 
about basic tenets of business — 
such. ns the CEO's stmtcgic vision 
^Md^Ts^xIravagentTtsiTorcorporaie 
resources — is the norm and not 
the exception. 

“Boards of directors arc still 
dominated by friends of the chief 
executive,” said Edward E. Lawler 
III. director of University of 
Southern California’s Center for 
Effective Organizations! 

“The American model for boards 
has been a men's club and a polite 
atmosphere” that tolerates the 
whims of corporate chiefs, said 
Lawler. 

Agee quit under pressure as 
chairman and chief executive offi- 
cer at struggling conlruction giant 
Morrison Knudson, The Boisc- 
bnsed company, which announced 
his departure Friday, had said last 
week it anticipated deep financial 
losses for 1 994. 

The company also said last week 
that Agee planned to resign later 
this year after a replacement could 
be found. But the company’s board 
of directors — upset by the extent 
of Morrison Knudson 's problems 
and disenchanted with Agee's lead-

scaping for his home and a painting 

of himself and his wife.- 

The company gave no official 
explanation for the management • 
shakcup. Its board met Thursday in 
Son Francisco where it considered 
Agee's fate. 

Suave and sophisticated, Agee 
won notoriety in the 1980s os chair- 
man and CEO of manufacturer 
Bendix Corp. Me made a bid for 
defense contractor Martin Marietta 
Corp. triggering a tukcover fight that 
foreshadowed similar battles later in 
the decode. He lost the fight for 
Martin Marietta, and his job. 

He drew even more attention for 
his relationship with a stunningly 
attractive executive assistant, Mary 
Cunningham, who rose rapidly to 
vice president at Bendix and later 
became his wife. Cunningham's 
ascendance over others raised ques- 
tions about Agee’s motives and 
made high-powered office romance 
a front-page topic for awhile. 

Agee was hailed as a savior when 
he joined Morrison Knudsen in 
August 1988. The company had lost 
nearly $60 million in 1987 and was 
headed to a $125 million shortfall 
for 1988. 

Under Agee’s direction, the com- 
pany swung bock into profitability 
in 1989 and posted earnings in the 
mid-$30 million range for each year 
he ran it except 1992 when on 
accounting adjustment resulted in a 
$7 million loss. Some analysts said 
those profits were achieved mainly 
through assets sales, however, and 
mnsked a weak performance. 

Agee’s leadership came under fire 
in recent months as the company's 
financial troubles mounted. It posted 
losses in the second and third quar- 
ters of 1994. 


ership said he resigned Thursday 
after a meeting in San Francisco. 

Although Agee helped the com- 
pany make money for awhile after 
he was hired in 1988. Morrison 
Knudson’s fortunes hove suffered 
under Agee's stewardship for years. 

The company's earnings have been 
uneven, and Agee’s decision to tar- 
get the rail car business is seen as a 
failure. 

What’s more, Agee *vas rarely 
present in Boise — he ran. the com- 
pany‘from _ his _ cstaTc _ ttrswi!nk — 
Pebble Beach, Calif. 

Consultants said he wasn't called 
on the carpet sooner partly because 
of his celebrity status. 

The former chairman and chief 
executive at Bendix Corp. was 
famous for his failed attempt to 
take over Martin Marietta Corp. — 
a feat that cost him his job but . 
helped usher in the 1980s takeover 
era. 

While at Bendix he promoted his 
executive assistant Mary 
Cunningham to vice president amid 
rumors the two were romantically 
involved. She eventually resigned 
and married Agee in 1982. 

"Agee wns supposed to be n sav- 
ior," said William H. Starbuck, pro- 
fessor of creative management at 
New York- University's Stern 
School of Business. “You’re sup- 
posed to give executives like that a 
lot of latitude.”. 

But Agee's reported use of com- 
pany money for personal business 
should have raised red flags, said 
consultants. •'

symptoms of other illnesses. Inez Frink, 
_who -at-87-is.a. co-leader, of the Jhlla- 
hassec chapter of the National Depres- 
sive and Manic Depressive Association, 
spent years after her retirement from 
teaching going from gastroenterologist 
to curdiologist to neurologist with such 
complaints as diarrhea, chest discomfort 
and nausea. “CAT scans, MRIs— you 
name it. they did it," she recalls. "Late, 
when the depression was deepest, I had 
such hopeless feelings. I couldn’t keep 
my mind off suicide.” Eventually, a psy 
chialrist recognized that clinical de 


education campaign to encourage old- 
er people, especially, to recognize the 
difference between mourning losses — 
which come along naturally with old 
age and the death of friends ora spouse, 
und which generally fade uway — and 
clinical depression, which should he 
treated like any other serious illness. 

What makes this cusc unusuul is not 
that Mildred Reynolds got sick but that 
she sought a doctor’s help. The risk of 
depression among the generation ca- 
pable of recalling the Depression and 
World War II is four times greater than 
in the general population. Yet older peo- 
ple. who often attach a stigma to men- 


tal illness and have little use for psy- 
chiatry. arc particularly loath to admit 
it. “They fear being hospitalized.” says 
Dr. Nathan Billig. director of the Geri- 
atric Psychiatry Program at Georgetown 
University Medical Center in Washing- 
ton. D.C.. and author of Gmwing Older 
and Wiser. "They fear the connection 
with dementia." As a result, although 
15ft of those 65 or older suffer life- 
impairing depression, a majority of this 
group never gets the help they need, 
according to estimates by the National 
Institute of Mental Health. 

When it mimics other diseases. One 
reason so many of the elderly go un-

“Sadness that is per- 
vasive becomes a disorder when it in- 
terferes with someone’s usual state of 
functioning — whatever that level was 
before,” explains Dr. Billig. "Someone 
who over a period of months stops go- 
ing to the movies or who stops dressing 
themselves. Someone who develops so- 
called vegetative symptoms, like_£i lack 
of appetite accompanied by weight 


pression was the masked culprit and 
prescribed an antidepressant, which 
~Incr e xp e cts to ke ep talcing for as long 
as necessary. Antidepressant drugs have 
become a crucial component in treat- 
ing the illness. 

When mourning goes on too long. 
Depression in later years often seems 
naturally connected to specific events, 
like the deaths of friends and family 
members, the loss of health and appear- 
ance, or the psychological loss of a job 
and status. So family members as well 
as health practitioners can easily over- 
look the real cause behind an endlessly 
gloomy demeanor or mourning that goes 
on too long. Consequently, they urge old- 
er relatives to “dicer up” or “get busy" — 
exhortations that only make the elderly 
feel more useless and incompetent 

“I was very good at covering up my 
despondency,” says Yvonne Talmadge. 
68, a registered nurse in Bellingham,^ 


Wash., whose three children had no idea 
how dangerous her moods had become 
or how many hours she spent in bed. 
Her darkest moments closed in when 
her divorce exacerbated feelings of 
guilt, shame and despair. “Sometimes 
I thought it would be cool not to ever 
wake up,” she recalls. “I just didn’t want 
the responsibility for killing myself." 

Personal losses like Yvonne’s should 
and do produce deep sadness, says Dr. 
Harold Bloomfield, a psychiatrist and 
author of How To Heal Depression, but 
the pain should lessen over time. Clinical 
depression, however, generally doesn't 
release its grip without intervention — as 
Yvonne found out three years ago. “I fi- 
nally got honest with my doctor about 
how lousy I felt,” she admits. With anti- 
depressants and psychotherapy, she has 
recovered so well that she now is a peer 
counselor for other older patients attbe 
nearby Skagit Mental Health Center. . 
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I1UVV can we tell 
the difference between 
sadness , caused by loss 
or illness , and a clinical 
depression requiring 
medical treatment?

problems, or sleep difficulties, or new - 
physical symptoms for which there is no 
basis. Someone who feels' worthless, 
hopeless or^suicidal. And within all 
these symptoms is a range. People who 
are more mildly depressed show these 
symptoms a bit; those severely de- 
pressed show them to a greater extent." 

Doctors agree that patients exhibiting 
such striking behavior and personality 
changes should first undergo a full med- 
ical workup to rule out other physical 
causes, such as hypothyroidism. 

When It’s Alzheimer’s. Recurrent 
bouts of extreme irritability are a give- 
away for severe depression, as is the loss 
of memory and trouble thinking straight 
— all symptoms usually associated with 
Alzheimer’s disease. In fact, doctors now 
characterize one form of depression as- 
the dementia of depression, where pa- 
tients may appear to have — and indeed 
may have — incipient Alzheimer’s yet . 
suffer primarily from depression. 

Edwin Hunter. 77. a former inven- 
tor who until recently ran the large 
California company he had founded, 
became extremely frustrated and agi- 
tated when bis memory began to foil.

Hunter's wife, Frances, 75, recalls that, 
as his condition advanced, her husband 
became progressively more morose, to 
the point of becoming suicidal, "At First, 
we were all in denial because he had 
always been such a genius,” she says. 

Fortunately, their daughter recognized 
a depressive syndrome and suggested 
that her father see Dr. Bloomfield, who 
prescribed medication, counseling and 
exercises for his patient. Says Bloom- 
field: "Since Alzheimer's is'generally 
unbeatable, the medical consensus to- 
day is that if depression is worsening 
the Alzheimer’s, then go ahead und treat 
[the depression) after ruling out any 
other physical disorders." 

Though far from his old self, Edwin 
still spends half-days at his office, while 
Frances has entered therapy to deal with 
their changed life situation. "His attitude 
is different — less hostile, more content 
than before." she says. "Our situation 
might have taken us down the path to de- 
struction. but now I don't think it will." 

What’s ahead. Geriatric profession- 
als arc optimistic about the prognosis for 
depression today. Not only are they learn- 
ing more about how illnesses such as hy- 
pothyroidism, heart disease and kidney 
or liver dysfunction contribute to chron- 
ic depression, but they also are finding 
how that cycle works in reverse — that 
is. how depression may increase vulner- 
ability to certain illnesses, particularly 
of the immune system. And they can fac- 
tor in how medications for these diseases 
affect a patient's biochemistry. 

What you can do. Remember, help 
is available. It is never normal to have 
-overwhelming-feelings of-sadness day- 
after day simply because you are grow- 
i ng older, nor is it ever too late for treat- 
ment. say doctors. Even people who 
have experienced bouts of depression 
throughout their lives, then find their 
condition exacerbated by age or with 
loss, are likely to obtain relief. 

Guard against self-destructive atti- 
tudes. experts warn. Declaring oneself 
old at some arbitrary age. like 65. only 
becomes a self-fulfilling prophecy. 
Better than thinking, "I’m going to die. 
so I’ll just stop living," is to say. “I'll 
cram in as much as possible." 

As for family members, they should 
resist automatically assigning negative 
attributes to getting older. “Being se- 
nile." "getting crotchety" or feeling sad 
and worthless are not natural parts of 
aging. Experts agree that the majority 
of older people enjoy their later years. 
And nearly 80% of the people with clin- 
ical depression can be successfully treat- 
ed. Prolonged depression, therefore, 
should be understood for what it is: a 
treatable illness. ®

F OR 25 YEARS OR SO. 

most public schools 
huvc taught a brand of 
sex education (hat sup- 
plies students with in* 
formation about the 
body's sexual system. 
They also have taught 
that sex is healthy, not 
“dirty." but that wait- 
ing until marriage to have intercourse 
is a wise thing to do. 

Many teachers and pdblic-heulth of- 
ficials fell that this approach would 
reduce the terrible toll of teenage sex: 
unwanted babies and sexually trans- 
mitted diseases. They were wrong. 
Mostly, these programs have failed. 

But over the last 10 years, a new ap- 
proach has been developed. Tightly fo- 
cused on teaching methods that help 
teenagers to change their behavior, this 
approach is showing signs of success. 


Instead of relying mainly on convey- 
ing information about sex or moral pre- 
cepts. the new approach focuses on dis- 
covering and actually using behavior 
that will prevent pregnancy or disease. 

Teach cr^odthc new sex-education 
approach arc UKe'couchcs who help 
players to perfect jmdjo^pply'what 
they Icam at practice sessions. The goak 
is to win in an actual game. Through j 
role-playing practice, for example, stu- 
dents anticipate some of the moves of 
their “opponents." whose goal would 
be sexual intercourse or sex without 
protection. The strategy is to know what 
moves to expect and to achieve one's 
own desired outcome: having fun with- 
out an unwanted pregnancy or a dis- 
ease.

sexually active, the new sex education 
pinpoints real-life results of irresponsible 
sex and urges self-protection. Pragmatic, 
not preachy, it combines learning theory 
with a hard look at the realities, such as: 

• Since the early '70s. the teenage birth- 
rate has been rising. Yearly, more than 
a million girls become pregnant, and 
about half of them give birth. 

• In some inner cities. 80% of teen- 
agers’ babies arc bom out of wedlock. 
Nationally, the figure is closer to 50%. 

• More than S25 billion u year in federal 
taxes support teenagers and their babies. 

• Most children who arc parents before 
they leave high school — and before 
marriage — face a harsh future: less ed- 
ucation. less chance of getting a job. 
dismal prospects fora happy marriage. 
Most of the hardship falls on the female. 

• Females more easily catch sexually 
transmitted diseases, including AIDS, 
one of the leading causes of death for 
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Americans aged 25 to 44. AIDS can be 
dormant for. up to 10 years, so it would 
seem that many war infected as teenagers. 

• Teenage girls get gonorrhea a! a rate 
22 times greater than older women. 
And. despite the aidjjf antibiotics, steril- 
ity still can -result. 

The newer sex-ed programs, which 
require student interaction, can help 
teenagers change their sexual behavior 
tor the better, social scientists say. Early 
studies of two new programs show that: 

1 ) Junior and senior high school stu- 
dents in the programs delay their first 
sexual intercourse by at least two years 
longer than their untaught peers. 

2) Unprotected sex fell by 40% among 
older students who already were sexually 
active. Research on other, similar pro- 
grams showed that many studcnls-had- 
reduced their number of sex partners. 

Finding out what works. Ideally, 
the best protccdon against pregnancy 
and infection is no sex at all. 

Finding no sexual-abstinence pro- 
gram that could prove all participants 
had achieved that goal, social scientists 
fostered this approach: Give teenagers 
strong behavioral training aimed cither 
at delaying first sexual intercourse or 
at turning uside unprotected sex. 

By the '90s. there were many such pro- 
grams. To evaluate them scientifically, 
the projects were cast as experiments 
and written up as studies. Eleven were 
checked by a team of scientists and sta- 
tisticians from the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention in Atlanta. Their 
leader was Douglas Kirby, director of re- 
search at ETR. a nonprofit health-edu- 
cation group in Scotts Valley. Calif. “We 
were looking for common characteris- 
tics of programs that worked.” Kirby says. 
In live of the sex-ed courses studied, stu- 
dents had changed their behavior — re- 
ducing their sexual risk-taking — and in 
six they had not. "For the first time in 
history.” Kirby says r "we can pinpoint 
programs that delay sexual intercourse 
and/or inspire using safety devices, ulti- 
mately reducing teenage pregnancies 
and sexually transmitted diseases.” 

This is a major advance. Educators 
now believe they know how to help stu- 
dents change their sexual behavior. 

What they teach. Grounded in mod- 
em learning theory, the new programs 
teach that actions have consequences 
and that students can change their be- 
havior to get the results they want. 
Before classes begin, parents are sent a 
letter detailing the approaches to be tak- 
en. Efforts arc made to keep lessons 
agc-appropriatc. Students are taught: 

• That they will benefit — socially, phys- 
ically. economically — from avoiding 
disease and unwanted pregnancy. • 

• How to delay starting intercourse. 
(The student learns — and practices. 

continued

through rok-pteying with classmates — 
how to anticipate and avert sexual ad- 
vances deftly and even pleasantly.) 

• How to get and use protection, usual- 
ly condoms, if already sexually active. 

• How to develop, through ppicticc, 
confidence that the skills being learned 
will surely work in real-life situations. 

How they teach It The teacher, who 
is trained to do so, personalizes in- 
struction with specially designed 
games and exercises. These maintain 
student interest and reinforce learning. 
■ Role-playing. The following rolc- 
' playing exercise is from a much longer 
scenario developed by Douglas Kirby 

and his associates at ETR: 

SCENE: Harold and Thelma, dating for 
a few months, are at a party. 

HAROLD: Let’s get out of here, so wc 
can talk. It’s too crowded. (Students 
learn to detect this line as dangerous.) 
THELMA: Yes. itis crowded in here — 
but the porch is empty. 

HAROLD: If I’d known you'd do this, 

I wouldn’t have come here with you. 
THELMA: (Stands up straight, faces 
him squarely.- Her tone is clear, not 
wimpish.) Maybe not, but I know we 
can have fun. Let’s get something to 
cat in the kitchen. 

• Games also teach interaction. In the 
old sex-cd courses, a teacher might 
say: “If you have intercourse once a 
month, your chances arc one in six of 
becoming pregnant.” Such a dry ap- 
proach soon loses teenagers' attention. 
Instead, today, the teacher sums a game: 
TEACHER: Class, write down any num- 
ber from 1 to 6. Now I’ll draw a num- 
ber from this box. (Draws and reads.) 
No. 6. All those who picked No. 6. 
please stand up. You or your partner 
just got pregnant. Remain standing. OK. 
Now I've drawn No. 3. All those with 
a 3. please stand. You just got pregnant. 

Soon, all the students are standing. 
The lesson: Frequent, unprotected sex 
raises your chances of pregnancy. 

• Homework — more interaction. 
TEACHER: At home, discuss sex with 
one or both of your parents. Interview 
them. Try to leam what their values 
are. Ask if, and at what age. they think 
you should start having sex. Try talk- 
ing about contraception. It may be dif- 
ficult, but our experience is that parents 
want to be part of the process. 

• Feeling the cost. Teenagers often 
have a distorted view of what it means 
to be an unwed parent. This exercise 
helps bring that cost home: 

TEACHER: Write down all the things 
you do in 24 hours. Extend the list to 
three months. Review it and check the 
things you couldn't do if you had a baby. 
(Discussing the lists soon shows how 


parenthood can affect their lives.) 

What about 100% abstinence pro- 
grams? A 1991 Gallup poll repotted 
that 87% of Americans said they want 
sex ed for all schoolchildren. Most states 
recommend or require it in some form. 

Among those who disagree is Phyllis 
Schlafly. She’s the founder of the Eagle 
Forum. a group based in Sl Louis that 
promotes 100% abstinence. She estimates 
manbaship at 80.000. Sdilafiy contends 
that as taught in schools, sex ed has failed 
because it has not reduced teen preg- 
nancy. “To reduce teen pregnancy,” she 
says, “we should teach kids it is shame- 
ful to have sex outside of marriage.” 

Mariamnc Whatley, professor of cur- 
riculum and instruction at the University 
-of Wisconsin, objects: “There is no proof 
that abstinence-only programs work." 

With the help of federal funding, 
four 100% abstinence programs — Sex 
Respect. Teen Aid, Living Smart and 
FACTS — hired experts to evaluate 
their effectiveness. When the Public 
Policy Office team members of the 
American Psychological Association 
later evaluated this research, they found 
it didn’t meet scientific standards and 
so was inconclusive. 

School behavioral programs do re- 
mind students thqt total abstinence is 
the only foolproof way to avoid early 
pregnancy and disease. But for sexual- 
ly active students, teachers stress pro- 
tection. Younger students are taught that 
delaying first intercourse is a wise thing 
to do. And research shows they do. 

Docs behavior-related training 
work? Having shown that teens can kam 
to delay intercourse, use condoms and 
have fewer sex partners, scientists must 
prove that this also will lead to fewer cas- 
es of disease and unwanted pregnancies. 
The proof (or disproof) may well be pre- 
sented this spring by researchers at 
ETR and the University of California at 
Berkeley. They are evaluating Education 
Now and Babies Later (ENABL). This 
statewide program, begun in 1992 by 
the California Department of Health 
Services, included Postponing Sexual 
Involvement, a sex-cd program for 12- 
to 14-ycar-olds, and a media and public- 
relations campaign. Researchers are com- 
paring the behavior of students in that 
age group who were exposed to the sex- 
cd or media campaign with that of a 
control group of students who were not 

Sex education alone won't halt teen- 
age pregnancies. Much help is need- 
ed from parental involvement, the com- 
munity and social-support groups. Still, 
progress has been made. If research 
truly connects less teenage pregnancy 
with a change in behavior inspired by 
sex ed. we may soon see a reduction in 
disease, unwanted pregnancies and un- 
wanted. uncared-for children.
